The world is full of surprises—and 


never so full of surprises as when 
lighting a war. 


We discover, for instance, that Eng- 


land and France aimed to fight the 
war in a livery stable. 


But Gei'many fought it in a garage. 
And the garage has knocked the 


ivory stable into a cocked hat.

understand. We above all other people 
were raised in a garage. 


We can he prepared. 
If machines arc what it lakes to win 


a war we face the future with con- 
fidence—for 
Americans better

any people on earth understand ma- 
chinj?s, how to build them and how to 
use them, whether in peace or in war.

France picked Reynnud nt the 7ero 


hour to stop Hitler's charging blitz- 
ikftegs. Like Britain's Churchill, lie 
hnd'Tpeen sharpshootlng France's de- 
fense and financial policies through 
the years. 


France found the little fellow was 


right. France made Roynaud premier 
—and more. He's almost a one-man 
cabinet-—premier, minister of war and 
national defense, and foreign min- 
ister. 


Then .Came Action 


France got action. In came Generals 


Weygnnd nnd'Petnin, who believed in 
beating the enemy to the draw. Out 
wont General Gamelin and others who 
.believed In waiting behind strong de- 
fenses. Out, too, a little Inter, went 
Dalatlier, who had been foreign minis- 
ter after Heynnud succeeded him as 
premier-. 


Rcynaud's wartime job fits him like 


his well-tailored clothes and his bow- 
ler. He is a military strategist, wrote 
a book on "the new type of war." He's 
a financial expert and, thus, holds 
the confidence <of France's big busi- 
ness. , 


He waited twenty years to be pre- 


mier. Like Churc'.'.ill, ho was un- 
popular. One commentator said, "Rey- 
nami's fate is to foresee too soon." 


When 
Hitler began building 
for 


war, 
Reynaud called on France Uo 


strengthen the military force. 


He urged, in his book, that France 


prepare, with fleets of planes, tanks 
and armored cars operating in mass 
formation. 


When the English pound dropped 


in 1931 Reynaud wanted to devalue 
the frnnc, too. He stuck to his guns 
for five years. Those who had laughed 
came around to voting for his point 
of view. 


"It is good that it has finally come," 


said he, "but it comes too late.' 


Launches 3-Year Plan 


French finances went into a des- 


nerate decline that stopped only when 
Reynaud agreed to become finance 
minister in Daladier's cabinet. 


Reynaud, at the start of 1939, launch- 


ed a three-year plan, so severe it 
would have cost the head of an 
ordinary finance minister. In general, 
te put the government on a 'business 
basis." Gold started flowing back to 
France. Production increased, Unem- 
ployment decreased.' 


War, eight months later, interrupt- 


ed the program, but those ejght months 
of effort sent France into the wai 
infinitely stronger. 


Then France started spending three 


limes as much as in peace-time. Rey- 
naud's joff was''A find''tne' money. He 
did. 


He boosted taxes still higher, de- 


manded that those who had money to 
spare invest it in "government war 
loans. He stifled squawkcrs by lay- 
ing his cards on the table, explain- 
ing the situation in plain talk. 


France's great colonial administra- 


tor, the late Marshal Lyautey, was 
impressed by Reynaud's 'clear-headet 
mountain thinkintf," .when Reynaju 
was colonial minister. 


Free of Party Ties 


Reynaud was born sixty-one yean 


ago in the Alpine foothills about Bar- 
celonette. 


Politicly 'he is a sort of Senato: 


Morris. He is a rightiest—but has ne- 
ver held himself to party ties. 


He loves fast debate, fast driving 


"ast fencing. He took fencing lesson: 
daily for years. 


He lives on the same fashionabl 


street as Presfdent Lebrun and 'Da 
adier—with his wife and daughtei 


Reynaud is a lawyer by profession 


finance and politics, however, hav 
occupied most of his adult life. Al 
ways ambitious, he never reflecte 
t .so clearly as when he decided t 
stay on as premier after scrapin 
through a confidence vote with a one 
vote majority,

BLACKSBURG, Va. — Turkeys 
hat l|vo in screened houses don't 
draw flies. 


For that reason, Dr. E. P. John- 
on of the Virginia Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station believes, commercial 
urkcy producers eventually may raise 
radically all .their flocks in confine- 
">enl to eliminate losses from para- 
ilic diseases, to which the birds are 
lighly susceptible. Infectious diseases 
f turkeys frequently are spread by 
bloodsucking insects and even com- 
mon flies. 


'£'ucces;ful control or prevention of 
arasitic disease of turkeys has nol 
been accomplished by the conventional 
methods of periodic rotation of yards 
fir 
ranges," 
the animal pathologisl 


points out. • 


Dr. Johnson recently concluded a 


three-year experiment undertaken as 
part of a study of a blood disease of 
turkeys, spread by the blackfly, which 
causes losses as high as 50 per cent 
in scma Virginia flocks. The -indoor 
method of raising turkeys which he 
evolved "is not only effective in pre- 
venting this blood protozoan disease, 


But also will prevent practically 


all the parasitic infestations common 
to turkeys—blackhead, cociciosis, gape 
worms, roundworms and tapeworms."
